DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not provide for, or make obvious, a drum type washing machine comprising: a 
cabinet forming an exterior of the drum type washing machine; a tub provided within the 
cabinet; a damper having one end connected to the tub and the other end rotatably 
connected to the cabinet; a damper pin rotatably joining the damper to the cabinet, the 
damper pin having a slot formed along a lateral side thereof; and a felt provided within 
the damper pin, wherein the felt is impregnated with a lubricant. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
